| Senate yesterday when Senator Borah,
of ldaho, presented a petition of the
Children of America Loyalty League
containing this request.

This petition which, at the sugges-
tion of Benator Borah, was referred
to the Committee on Library, bears
approximately 12,000 names of children

ho are enrolled in this patriotic as-

dation. It is signed by Mrs. Nat 8.
Brown and Mrs, Charles D. Potts, na-
tional president and secretary of the
association respectively,

Addressing the Senate and House of
Representatives, the chlldren of the
loyalty league have subscribed them-
selves to the petition, quoted in part
as follows:

“I hereby pledge loyalty to our
flag, loyalty to our country, loyalty
to the President of the United States
as Commander-in-Chief, support to
the Red Cross of America and the
military and naval branches of the
Federation government, and come and
ask that you grant our wish and pe-
tition that ““The Star Spangled Ban-
ner,” written by Francla Bcott Key,
may be made the national hymn of
our country."

Attention is called in the petition
that this hymn forms the trinity that
represents America—flag, children and
soldiers,

“Our soldier and sailor boys,” the
petition declares, '‘are golng over
with the Star Spangled Banner un-
furled to the world. Won't you let
them carry with them “The Star Span-
gled Banner” as the authorized hymn
of theiy dear United States?™’

“The Star Spangled Banner" is unil-

versally accepted as this country's
national hymn, but this bill would
cause it to enjoy a legal standing
as such, something it has hitherto
lacked.

“The Chinese government has set on
foot an interesting movement to sim-
plify the writing of Chinese charac-
ters. This will mean much to the ten
thousand newspagers in the country,
for the aim Is so to reduce the time re-
quired to learn to read and write that
a boy who now must study until he
is 14 before he can read the ngws-
paper ‘may learn the same thing by
the time he Is 8 years old.  In other
words, the government seeks to cul
nearly in half the time required to
learn to read and write, Think what
that will mean to a nation of maore
than 300,000,000 if the time ever comes
when compulsory education Is ea-
forced!

“But that millennium s far distant,
and meanwhile the missionary is the
great educatlve force in China today.

“Already we have 32,000 students in
our primary schools, In five years
we will have 100000, The Chinese
want us to build these schools In
all their villages. They offer to sup-

ply the land and half the cost. In
one conference alone we have sev-
enty-three unfilled applications for

primary schools,

“Our churches, together with our
sehools, are minature republics spread
throughout the country, by which
the people learn their first lessons
in self-government, They are the out-
posts of democracy. For instance, the
only form of trial by jury known
in China today ia found in the dis-
cipline in the Methodist Church used
when a member is tried by his peers.

“English is the language of edu-
cated China today, and perhaps may
be that of all China some day, If
we are able to supply the primary
and second-grade schools which the
natives are demanding; these schools
must be industrial and closely re-
lated to the occupational life of the

people. The school houses must be
well lighted, well ventilated, sani-
tary, but simple in construction.
Each school will not cost the mis-

slon over 320 to build,'and with fits
native teachers not more than 3§30
yegrly far upkeep., It seems a small
mvestment for one of the direct steps
in making the world safe for de-
moceracy."”
